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less  they  wouM  go  to  futurity  as  the  Tiberii  and 
Sejani  of  modern  times. 

Lord  Lansdowne  spoke  a  lanpfiiage  in  tlic  English 
House  of  Lords  as  eloquent  and  generous  as  Count 
Moutiilemhert’s,  and  more  powerful,  as  proceeding 
from  a  minister  of  the  crown,  and  from  a  modenite,  ve¬ 
teran  statesman.  We  l>eg,  however,  to  doubt  whether 
Cnicow  would  gain  an  indej>endencc,  or  Poland  a  na¬ 
tional  hope,  by  the  instalment  of  a  British  consul 
within  its  walls.  Such  a  functionary  ought  to  have 
been  sent  in  1815,  if  at  all.  To  appoint  him  now, 
and  after  such  outbursts  and  insurrection  as  have 
happened,  would  l>e  merely  setting  up  a  political 
agent  to  force,  by  a  kind  of  defiance,  the  great 
j>owers  to  respect  the  independence  of  Cracow. 
Now,  if  Cracow  and  its  independence  were  regarded 
as  a  matter  of  any  moment  by  the  constitutional 
diplomatists  of  1815,  it  was  that  Cracow  divided  the 
interests  of  the  three  powers.  If  we  use  menace  on 
this  point,  we  unite  the  three  powers  and  bind  them 
to  common  efforts  for  the  enslaving  of  Polaml. 

This  is  mistaken  j>olicy.  We  admit  the  full  atrocity 
of  the  Gallician  massacre  ;  but  we  attribute  the  oc¬ 
currence  rather  to  the  dotage,  than  the  malevolence 
of  Mettemich.  (^ount  Montaleinbert  accused  the 
Austrian  minister  of  reviving  and  encouraging  com- 
mH/iism  in  Cracow  for  the  .sake  of  exciting  an  o\it- 
burst  and  alanning  Uussia  and  Pnissia.  This  is  very 
ini])robable.  Such  |»lans  and  dialx)lical  activity  as 
this  is  far  more  Russian  than  .Vustriaii — not  ])crha])s 
the  activity  of  the  Russian  Cabinet,  but  of  its  unprin¬ 
cipled,  irresponsible,  and  restless  agents. 

Not  one  of  the  three  great  eastern  powers  have 
the  same  intere.sts  in  the  destruction  of  Poland  as 
the  others.  Prussia  had  shown  some  generous  inten¬ 
tions.  Austria  has  had  qualms.  To  defy  and 
bind  up  all  three  in  ono  common  anathema,  and  as 
the  objects  of  one  common  menace,  were  to  compress 
more  closely  the  common  grasp  in  which  they  hold 
the  hapless  Poland. 
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told  Lord  G.  Somerset  what  he  had  done,  Lord  G  • 
Somernet,  as  he  says,  stoutly  denied  it.  How  in¬ 
deed  was  he  to  believe  it?  He  had  placed  his 
trust  m  the  recommendations  of  the  deputation  re¬ 
commended  by  Lord  Ellesmere,  most  unlikely  to 
recommend  any  persons  capable  of  misleading. 
Secondly,  he  had  reinforced  himself  with  the  infor¬ 
mation  of  the  gentleman  of  local  knowledge,  who 
had  told  him,  not  indeed  any  thing  of  Mr  Gorton’s 
qualification  nnd  repute,  but  simply  where  he  re¬ 
sided,  the  gentleman  of  local  information  keeping 
strictly  to  his  topography. 

On  looking,  however,  a  second  time  at  the  list, 
carrying  “  infinite  pains”  to  a  stretcli  painful  to 
contemplate.  Lord  G.  Somerset  found  the  name  of 
Gorton. 

What  was  I.ord  (J.  Somerset  to  do  in  the  case? 
Let  us  hear  l)is  own  words  :  “  if  it  had  not  been  for 
his  error  he  should  certainti/^  before  he  had  nomi¬ 
nated  j\rr  Gorton^  have  made,  himself  ac(/uainted 
with  the  circumstances  of'  the  case  ;  but  notwith¬ 
standing  that  the  circumstances  alluded  to  had 
taken  place  many  years  ago,  nnd  notwithstanding 
the  character  which  Mr  Gorton  had  borne  since,  he 
should  certainly  have  hesitated  before  he  Itad  no¬ 
minated  him  to  the  magistracy.”  Lord  (J.  Somer¬ 
set  w’ould  have  hesitated,  forsooth,  before  he  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  magistracy  a  person  convicted  of 
fraud  nnd  forgery  !  What  virtue  in  a  hesitation  ! 

But  Mr  (iorton  having  been  nominated.  Lord 
Somerset  felt  that  his  character  was  on  its  trial. 
Mr  (iorton 's  character  w  as  on  its  trial  as  long  back 
as  18.’H.  And  what  course  does  tlie  pains-taking 
I  Lord  (i.  Somerset  then  take?  Why  he  writes  to 
j  Mr  Gorton,  to  know  whether  in  his  impartial  opi¬ 
nion  he  was  justly  convicted;  and  Mr  (iorton 
,  writes  back,  quite  the  contrary,  that  his  innocence 
I  was  clear,  that  he  had  an  excellent  case,  but  that, 
unhappily,  his  attorney  had  allowed  himself  to  be 
persuaded  by  his  counsel  to  submit  to  a  verdict 
against  him!  It  is  in  some  such  way  that  con¬ 
victions  are  always  obtained,  according  to  the 
account  of  defendants  and  prisoners. 

Mr  (iorton  being  now  handsomely  placed  in  the 
commission  of  the  peace,  the  question  is,  how  to 
I  leave  him  there?  or  how'  to  get  him  out  of  it?  He 
i  intimates  that  he  will  be  content  not  to  act,  the 
'  feather  satisfying  him  under  circumstances.  The 
good  folks  of  the  neiglibonrhood  object  to  seeing 
j  the  feather  in  the  wrong  cap. 

The  view  of  Lord  ('ampbcll,  the  present  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Duchy  is,  ns  explained  by  Lord  John 
Russell,  as  follows  :

irontil  hare  the.  a ppearanee  of  hariny  placed  him  o/t  the

The  appearance  of  having  placed  Mr  (Jorton  on 
the  roll  only  for  the  purpose  of  casting  a  stigma 
on  him,  may  be  awkward ;  but  there  is  a  much 
worse  appearance  to  be  considered,  and  that  is 
having  in  the  magistracy  a  person  convicted  of 
fraud  and  forgery. 

But  in  this,  as  in  all  other  questions  of  the  same 
nature,  the  person,  not  the  public,  is  considered.

Fortunately  there  are  the  railroads  ^  to  run 
thrr'Ugh  most  counties.  There  are  capabilities  in 
the  maritime  ones  for  making  certain  returns  for 
outlay.  And  where  there  is  nothing  else,  there  are 
waste  lands.  By  means  of  this  law,  in  short,  all  the 
txjieriments  for  the  employing  and  settling  of  the 
Irish  jK.*a.santry  may  be  tried,  whilst  the  fundamental 
principle  is  not  necessarily  apjdied  to  every  locality  ;

Xo  permanent  remedy  for  Irish  distress,  no  re- 
or^iiiizition  of  the  Irish  people,  for  no  less  is 
Umlcd ;  can  indeed  be  hoped  from  temporary  works.

THE  PIMLICO  rATCHWORK. 

The  great  rule  of  Fhiglisli  architects,  as  we  have 
before  explained,  is  to  do  things  so  ill  as  to  make  it 
necessary  that  they  should  l>e  done  ovei’  again,  bv 
which  judicious  practice  two  or  more  jobs  are  bad 
I  instead  of  one.  Buckingham  Palace  we  have  jUwaiys 
,  re^i^rded  as  a  perfect  8j»ecimeu  of  this  sort  of  design. 
It  is  the  worst  possible  building  on  the  worst  }K>ssible 
site.  The  combination  of  these  faults  is  a  unister- 
piece  in  its  way.  See  the  conseiiueuces  :  it  is  easy 
to  show  how  the  house  can  be  imnroved,  this  being 
'  the  advantage  of  having  to  do  with  a  cousuimnately 
defective  structure  that  no  conceivable  alteratioii 
can  be  for  the  worse,  and  thjit  aiuy  change  must  be 
for  the  better.  Paitchwork  iuiproveineuts  are  there- 
I  fore  invited,  and  the  Pahvee  is  ])ullcd  to  pieces  and 
j  rebuilt  ten  times  over,  till  ait  laust  the  discovery  is 
j  made  that  the  site  is  irremeiliably  unfit  for  the 
edifice,  and  that  the  whole  work  must  be  commeuced  * 
somewhere  else. 

The  imtchwork  mending  of  Buckinghaim  Palace 
is  now  commencing,  it  will  be  carried  on  for  yeairs 
to  come  at  a  vast  ex|)ense,  aind  at  last  it  will  be 
found  out  that  a  hole  is  not  a  proper  plaice  for  a 
palace,  and  some  wholesome  and  commanding  spot 
will  be  selected.  Meanwhile  the  architects  will  halve 
plenty  of  employment ;  for  this  is  our  waiy  of  en¬ 
couraging  our  peculiar  style,  of  architecture,  thait 
the  worse  they  do  the  more  profitaible  it  is  to  them, 
as  the  more  they  have  to  do  and  to  undo. 

As  the  detestable  Brighton  Pavilion  is  to  l>e  pulled 
dowm  or  sold  to  meet  the  expenses  for  the  improve¬ 
ments  of  Buckingham  Palace,  so,  in  its  turn,  one  of 
these  days  the  Buckingham  Palace  will  be  pulled  down 
or  sold  to  defray  the  cost  of  a  better-i>lanned  and 
better-pbiccd  building. 

An  incurably  bad  thing  is  never  given  up  at  once  ; 
attempts  arc  made  at  mending,  and  a  series  of  botch¬ 
ing  must  have  its  course  before  the  discovery  Is 
made  that  all  the  money  has  been  thrown  away  for 
nothing.  It  is  like  Gay’s  cucumber,  to  be  dressed 
with  all  care  and  cost,  and  then  only  fit  to  be 
thrown  away. 

The  plan,  it  seems,  is  to  make  the  Palace  a  qua¬ 
drangle,  that  is  to  say,  to  make  it  by  a  good  fourth 
more  ugly  and  unwholesome  than  it  now  is. 

The  gloom  and  bad  air  of  the  inner  court  of  a 
quadrangle  will  be  a  fine  topic  for  the  report  of  a 
future  Mr  Blore.  In  an  atmosphere  of  damp  and 
miasma, ^at  the  foot  of  a  hill,  and  below  the  high 
water  level  of  the  river,  a  quadrangle  will  l>e  a  liapjiy 
contrivance  for  shutting  in  all  that  is  disagreeable 
and  injurious.  If  a  prison  were  built  on  sucli  a  plan, 
with  such  a  site,  it  would  not  stand  a  twelvemonth 
against  the  clamour  that  the  humanity  of  the 
country  would  raise  against  such  a  fever  traj).  But 
“  stouo  walls  do  not  a  prison  make,”  and  with  inge¬ 
nuity  a  palace  may  be  rendered  an  alx)de  compareil 
with  which  a  penitentiary  would  be  a  naradise. 

In  arguing  for  the  abandonment  of  lluckiiigham 
Palace,  and  the  building  of  a  new  Palace  on  the 
site  of  Kensington  Palace,  Mr  Hume  advocated  true 
economy,  in  opposition  to  the  “penny  wise  and  pound 
foolish”  system  of  patchwork  rejMiirs  and  ^ditions. 
But  it  is  vain  to  reason  the  matter,  for  tho  right  con¬ 
clusion  can  only  be  arrived  at  through  the  exhaus¬ 
tion  of  blunders  and  jobs.  The  worst  lias^  not  yet 
been  done,  and  till  that  consummation  the  improve¬ 
ment  does  not  commence. 

And,  after  all,  in  writing  alwut  a  well-constructed 
royal  edifice  on  a  proper  site,  wo  have  been  but  ima¬ 
gining  an  impossibility  j  for  though  there  are  sites 
enough  for  such  a  structure,  there  is  no  architect ; 
and,  if  the  monev  for  the  purpose  were  voted,  and 
the  best  ground  tor  it  chosen,  the  result  would  only 
bo  some  abomination  like  an  oil-cloth  manufactory 
on  a  great  scale.

hirst,  the  three  commissioners  ^the  “three  kings”  of 
Somerset -house)  enter  in  succession ;  ainl  by  their 
revelations  |K>sse}«8  us  of  their  indiridual  cliartu'ters  and 
niutual  relations.  Mr  Nicholls  is  the  giH)d-nature<l  old 
king,  candid  ami  discriminating,  who  has  allowe«l  his 
active  partici|tation  in  authority  to  Ik*  insensihly  filched 
friun  him.  He  can  only  praise  evervlKuly,  feel  forevery- 
hody,  and  sit  in  his  apartment  doing  what  the  others 
will  let  him.  Next  appears  Sir  Kdaiund  Head,  the  hasty 
vet  not  nnumiuhle  sovereign,  posses.sed  of  little  real  in- 
riiu‘n«\  hut  always  nyidy  to  face  enemies,  and  take  tho 
quarrelling  part  uinm  him.  At  lost  the  real  potentate 
appears,  Mr  George  Cornewall  Lewis,  who,  while  Air 
Nicholls  w;is  ahsi'ut  in  Ireland,  and  iluring  the  interreg¬ 
num  hetwi*en  the  resignation  of  Mr  Lefevri'  and  the  aji- 
j)ointment  of  Sir  K.  liead,  concentrated  all  j>ower  in  his 
own  j>erson,  and  has  contrived  to  retain  it  in  essentials 
ever  since.  The  memhers  of  ci'inmittoe  as  the  (piestion- 
ing  semi-chorus,  and  Mr  Owen,  head  clerk  ti»  the  com¬ 
missioners.  us  the  answering  semi  chorus,  fill  ui>  the  in¬ 
terstices  in  the  monologues ;  and,  sometimes  jtrompting, 
sometimes  extorting  ailmissions,  contrihute  to  unfold  tho 
characters  of  the  principal  persons.  The  commissioners, 
ot  rourse,  slunv  only  the  fair  si<le  of  their  own  oharaeters  ; 
hut  enough  transpiros  to  awaken  not  a  little  suspicion. 

iSus))icions  thicken  when  Mr  (hHale  asceiuls  the  stage. 
He  apptNirs  in  the  character  of  one  who  was  long  a  c«)ufi- 
dential  servant  of  the  c«>uimi.ssioners  ;  a  devoted,  service¬ 
able,  not  over-scrupuloU.s,  pHul-natured  lacquey.  Ho 
luus  a  warm  side  to  his  oUl  fellow-servunt  Parker;  and  no 
ill-will  to  his  old  masters,  though  they  hacr  turned  him 
iulrift.  After  the  fashion  of  *  Mr  llarmonv,’  he  tries  to 
make  out  that  they  are  none  of  them  hail  fellows  ;  though 
they  cannot  agree,  and  do  treat  others  settrvily  ;  some¬ 
times  dealinga  buffet  to  himst'lf,  w  hen  he  stumhles  upon 
them  squahbliiig.  This  oham<*ter  is  essentially  comic  ; 
and  hy  its  light  tritling  preparua  the  mind  to  Ik*  utore 
awfully  impressed,  when  the  terrible  Chadwick  enters. 
This  is  the  hero  of  the  |»icce  :  the  ‘  Thalaha’  destined  to 
destroy  the  triumvirate,  who  lonl  it  in  the  J)om  JJaniel 
of  Somerset  house.  He  is  ])assionlesH  ;  his  language  ia 
subdued ;  his  tones  gentle  and  dulcet :  but  he  eemes  re¬ 
solute  to  unveil  mismaiuigemcnt,  neglect  of  duty,  favour¬ 
itism,  and  oppression.  He  is  armed  ut  all  ])oiut8 ; 
makes  no  assertion  that  he  is  not  prepared  to  prove ; 
u.scs  no  argument  that  is  not  unassailable ;  and  the  effect 
produced  hy  his  four  days’  endurance  of  (piestion  and 
cross-question  is  shattering.  He  is  tho  very  ‘  Talus’ — 
the  iron  man,  w'ith  his  flail— of  Siwncer’s  allegory ;  and 
his  squire,  Air  Parker,  foIlow’s  him,  us  Kirk]>atrick  did 
Bruce,  with  an — “  /’//  vjaA  sicker." 

The  undaunte<l  Lewis  is  for  the  time  the  only  one  of 
the  triumvirate  who  ventures  t<»  encounter  this  fearful 
advenuiry.  lie  confronts  him  with  e4{ual  resolution,  if 
not  with  equal  strength.  And  to  aid  him  the  ‘  Eidolon* 
of  a  de]Kirte4l  commissioner  revisits  the  glimpses  of  tho 
moon.  Paternal  affection  recals  lute  commissioner.  Sir 
Frankland  Lewis,  to  the  scene  of  mortal  turmoil,  to  en- 
c«>uragc  and  support  the  inheritor  of  his  ]>(>wer.  Since 
the  ‘  (ihost  of  Gaffer  Thumb’  appeared  to  ^  King  Arthur,* 
so  comical  a  shadow  has  not  troil  the  stage.  His  inter- 
]>cllations  to  the  bystanders  remind  one  of  the  Clown’s 
“  Here  I  are  ;"  and  his  pantoiniinu  of  astonishment  when 
his  own  hand-w'riting  was  brought  forward  to  disprove 
his  verbal  averments,  was  worthy  of  Grimaldi.  He, 
moreover,  materially  forwards  tho  development  of  the 
plot.  From  him  we  learn  that  the  antagonism  between 
the  Lewis  and  the  Cha4lwick  is  hereditary  :  that  Lewis 
the  First  8us]>ected  Lord  Melbourne  of  attempting  to 
give  the  commissioners  a  muster  in  their  secretary;  and 
that  he  resolved  to  subvert  this  tyranny.  We  are  left 
to  surmise  that  Lew’is  tho  Second,  like  another  Hannibal, 
was  sworn  at  the  altar  to  wage  eternal  war  with  the 
(’hoilwick.  The  picc*o  now  hastens  to  its  conclusion. 
For  four  successive  days  tho  chorus  (the  committee)  are 
withdrawn  from  view.  Their  seat  of  judgment  is  inac¬ 
cessible  to  the  uninitiated  ;<hiit  depressing  rumours  creep 
abroad  of  acrimonious  disjmtes  and  quarrels  among  them. 
The  effect  is  not  unlike,  though  infinitely  more  sombre 
and  awe-inspiring  than,  the  disappearance  of  the  ‘CE- 
dipus’  in  the  grove  of  the  ‘  Furies.’  When  the  action  re¬ 
commences  it  is  full  of  bustle  and  incident.  Cluulwick 
stands  alone,  dark  and  terrible  as  Milton’s  hero;  con¬ 
fronting  the  whole  three  commissioners,  who  are  waxing 
more  and  more  vehement.  The  ghost  of  Sir  P.  Lewis 
gambols  about  more  funnily  than  ever.  Mr.  Day,  like 
another  ‘  Baitquo,’  shakes  his  gory  locks  at  his  dismissers. 
Mr  Gulson,  as  a  sturdy,  honest,  somewhat  insubordinate 
Assistant-Commissioner,  speaks  his  mind  rather  more 
freely  than  is  agreeable  of  the  doings  of  his  superiors. 
Mr  Lumley  figures  like  a  paragii4>h  writer  from  the 
‘  School  for  S(»ndaL’  Colonel  Wade,  with  a  charming 
military  frankness,  hugs  himself  at  getting  into  the  go(M 
berth  that  Mr  Day  has  vacated  ;  but  sneers  at  his  pre¬ 
decessor  as  a  silly  fellow  for  resigning  on  compulsion,  and 
talks  in  anything  but  a  complimentary  strain  of  the  way 
in  which  his  patrons  stretchMl  a  point  to  make  room  for 
him.

RIO  DE  LA  PLATA. 

Expedition  up  the  Parana.— A  letter  from  .M.inte 
Video,  of  June  14,  states  that  on  the  4th  iost.,  at  nine 
o’clock  in  the  moniing,  the  fleet  weighed  anchor  about 
three  miles  above  the  Burancas  of  St  Lorenzo,  in  the 
river  Parana,  where  there  were  placed  twenty-hve  piei'e* 
of  cannon,  belonging  to  Buenos  Ayres,  to  stop  the  exiK?- 
dition  from  passing.  At  half-past  nine  the  fort  opened  a 
fire  on  the  five  steamers,  the  English  steamers  Gor^.n 
Firebrand,  and  Electra,  the  French  steamers  GaaMide 
and  Fulton,  which  took  their  position  abreast  of  the  lot¬ 
teries,  yvhilst  the  English  brig-of-war  Dolphin  led  the  van 
of  the  merchant  vessels,  amounting  to  100  sail.  From 
the  time  the  Dolphin  passed,  being  the  first  vessel,  at 
half-past  ten  o’clock,  to  the  time  the  last  vessel  of  the 
convoy  pa.s8e(l,  after  sundown,  made  seven  hours  and  a 
half  firing.  It  appears  very  singular  that  in  such  a 
large  fleet  of  vessels,  in  {Massing  so  many  pieces  of  caiauiu 
and  within  inusket-shot  of  the  infantry,  which  plaved 
their  part,  not  a  man  was  either  killed  or  wounded;  and 
still  more  strange,  that  no  accident  should  have  happene*! 
of  either  killed  or  wounded  on  Imard  any  of  the  veswls 
of  w’ar,  amounting  to  twelve  sail,  es{>ecially  the  five 
steamers,  which  were  under  the  fire  from  the  batterie* 
eight  hours.  The  only  accident  that  hai»{>ened  WA'f'mr 
vessels  getting  on  shore  abreast  of  the  batteries,  which 
the  English  and  French  naval  commanders  set  on  fire  to 
{irevent  them  falling  into  Rosas’s  hand,  one  hein*:  the 
English  bark  Caledonia,  of  Hull,  the  other  three  lieinr 
schooners  from  Corrientes ;  their  cargoes  consisted  of 
amber,  hides,  wool,  verba,  and  tobacco. 

By  the  arrival  of  H.M.  ship  America,  50  guns,  CajS. 
the  Hon.  John  Gordon,  there  are  nine  days’  later  iieas 
from  Rio  and  the  Parana ;  from  the  latter  {dace  rather 
I  disastrous.  On  the  day  the  America  left  Rio  (the  J3rd 
I  of  June)  news  arrived  there  from  the  River  Plate.  The 
shijis  and  convoy  had  I’eturned  dow’ii  the  Paiuiia.  sith 
the  loss  of  three  vessels  run  ashore  and  destroyed.  Our 
affairs  with  Rtisas  seem  to  be  in  as  bad  a  state  a.-*  erer, 
and  but  little  can  be  exfiected  to  be  done  to  reinwv  the 
existing  horrors.  Mr  Hamilton,  the  British  Minister  »t 
Rio,  hml  had  a  severe  jiaralytic  attack,  but  was  petting 
better  when  the  America  left.  The  (ircouchrmfuto  t  e 
Einjiress  of  Brazil  had  not  taken  {ilace  up  to  the  dateot 
the  America  leaving  Rio,  but  it  was  daily 
Rear-Admiral  dinglefield,  with  the  squadron  under  Hi* 
command,  were  in  the  River  Plate  when  the  men 
left.

If  his  tongue  does  not  “  out- venom  all 
the  worms  of  Nile,”  it  is  not  from  want  of  the  wdll,  but 
from  want  of  ability  to  instil  the  poison.  A  distinguished 
writer  has  this  allusion  with  regard  to  persons  unjustly 
accused,  “  The  sting  of  the  wasp  may  fester  and  inflame 
long  after  the  venomous — I  should  have  said  vexatious — • 
insect  has  left  its  life  and  its  poison  in  the  wound,”  and 
this  is  the  same  with  regard  tosifch  attacks  as  that  which 
I  have  been  directing  the  attention  of  your  lordships  to. 
Though  such  attacks  may  be  refuted,  they  are  not  harm¬ 
less  ;  they  have  sometimes  a  lasting  public  effect,  for  the 
public  remember  the  attack,  although  they  do  not 
always  remember  the  defence.  To  me  it  is  most  hu¬ 
miliating  at  the  close  of  my  public  life,  and  at  the  close, 
I  may  almost  say,  of  my  natural  life,  to  be  called  on  to

If  they 
were  conducive  to  the  efl’ective  maintenance  of  our  com¬ 
mercial  marine,  it  w  ould  be  rash  to  disturb  them  ;  but  at 
the  present  moment  it  would  be  most  injudicious  in  the 
government  to  express  an  opinion  one  w’ay  or  the  other.

Oil  the  motion  that  this  bill  be  read  a  third  time, 

The  CHANCELLOR  of  the  EXCHEQUER  said  that  ho 
intended  to  bring  up  a  clause  which  would  introduce  such 
amendments  into  the  bill  us  wouhl  obviate  the  objections  of 
Mr  Goulbuni,  and  as  would  prevent  tho  colonial  legislatures 
from  levying  unfair  discriminating  duties  on  British  produce 
and  manufactures. 

Lord  (4.  BENTINCK  objected  to  the  bill  as  a  measure 
destroying  the  monopoly  of  the  British  manufacturers,  and 
producers  in  the  British  colonies,  and  as  overturning  the 
whole  system  on  which  those  colonies  had  hitherto  been 
managed.  He  contended  that  the  passing  of  the  corn  bill, 
and  the  prospect  of  the  passing  of  the  sugar  bill,  ha<l  not 
'produced  the  anticipated  effect  of  securing  the  prosperity  of 
our  manufacturers.  At  various  places  in  Lancashire  and 
Yorkshire  the  master  manufacturers  had  already  given  notice 
of  their  intention  to  make  a  reduction  of  5  per  cent,  in  the 
wages  of  their  workmen,  on  the  ground  that  they  could 
stand  reduction,  as  the  price  of  food  was  cheaper.  In  con- 
sequeiico  of  tho  fall  in  the  price  of  wheat,  the  larmcrs  would 
not  purchase  manufacture.'*,  until  they  saw  whether  they 
could  pay  for  them  ;  and  in  Canada  nour  and  timber  had 
already  sunk  so  much  in  value,  that  one  hou.'ie  alone  had  re¬ 
called  an  order  for  1(K),000L  worth  of  dry  goods  to  be  sent  to 
that  colony.  Under  such  circumstances  tho  manufacturers 
couhl  ill  afford  to  lose  the  inonoi)uly  of  the  colonial  market ; 
and  he  therefore  called  upon  the  house  to  pause  before  it 
gave  a  third  reading  to  a  measure  so  inqiortant,  introduced 
at  so  late  a 'period  of  the  session.  As  this  bill  would  also 
ultimately  abolish  the  navigation  laws,  he  felt  it  to  be  his 
duty  to  move,  that  it  be  read  a  third  time  that  day  three 
months. 

Lord  J.  RUSSELL  contended  that  w’e  ought  not  to  ex- 
piise  the  colonies  to  the  disa«lvant^e8,  w’hen  w'e  took  from 
them  all  the  advantages  of  protection.  If  the  manufacturing 
an*l  agricultural  part  of  the  population  had  a  right  to  con¬ 
sume  the  cheapest  sugar  they  couhl  get,  the  colonies  were 
also  entitled  to  have  their  provisions  and  manufactures  at  as 
cheap  a  rate  as  they  could  be  obtained.  He  declined,  upon  ^ 
this  occasion,  to  follow  his  noble  frien*!  into  that  discussion, 
on  the  policy  of  the  navigation  laws,  into  which  he  had  su 
recklessly  t;iitered.

Mr  T.  DC.Ni’O.M  BE  called  upon  Mr  Lubouchere  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  objects  of  this  bill,  which  appeared  to  him  to  bo  un¬ 
constitutional  and  severe. 

Mr  L.ABOCCIIERE  stated  that  the  main  object  of  this 
hill  was  to  redeem  the  pledge  given  hv  the  late  government 
during  the  discussions  on  tlie  corn  bill,  to  place  on  the  con- 
aulidated  fund  a  moii-ty  of  the  payment  of  the  constabidarv 
force  in  Ireland,  which  at  present  was  paid  by  the  Irish 
counties.  It  had  also  another  object,  nainciv,  to  enlarge  the 
powers  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  hv  enabling  him 
to  employ  the  constahulary  force  at  his  di.scretion,  and  to  add, 
if  he  so  thought  fit,  ‘2<MI  men  to  the  present  reserve  force.  It 
also  provided,  that  when  a  district  was  proclaimed,  and  an 
additional  constahulary  wa.s  sent  into  it,  one  moiety  of  the 
Elditional  expense  should  he  charged  on  that  tlistrict.

Sir  T.  Dl'Nf'OM BE  conteiuled  that  Mr  Laliouchere  had 
overlooked  the  most  important  provision  in  the  hill,  which 
authorizcil  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  in  case  a  district  were  pro¬ 
claimed,  to  increase  the  coiutahularx'  force  to  any  extent  he 
miglit  think  proper,  arid  to  put  his  hand  into  the  public  purse 
for  the  purpose  of  «lefraying  that  inen‘ase«I  expease.

The  house  is  to  he  decorated  and 
fitted  up  on  a  scale  of  unprecedented  sjdendour,  with 
everv  comfort  and  luxury.  First-rate  artists  have  l>een 
secured  for  the  cinl)cUishiiicnts.  The  princij)al  voailists 
Rlrea<Iy  engaged  may  be  divide<l  into  three  classes  : — 
First,  artists  of  Kuro)>ean  fame  now  in  this  country. .  Se¬ 
condly,  artists  of  Kuro])can  fame  who  have  visited  this 
country,  hut  are  no  longer  here.  Thirdly,  artists  of  Eu- 
ro]>caii  fame  who  have  never  appeared  in  this  country  at 
all.  The  suliordinate  parts  in  operas  are  to  1)0  tilled  by 
thoroughly  com|»ctent  artists.  The  mine  rn  scene  will  he 
carefully  attended  to  in  every  <lepartment.  Original 
o]»eras,  composed  expressly  for  this  country,  are  to  be 
jtroduced.  The  standard  repertoire  will  he  principally 
used  for  debuts,  hut  many  works  of  continental  i)oj>u- 
larity,  never  introduce<l  here  as  yet,  will  he  performed. 
The  main  principle  of  this  undertaking  is  to  elevate 
lyrical  art,  and  to  place  the  Italian  Opera  on  a  basis  of 
efficiency  in  every  branch,  never  before  attained,  not  only 
in  England,  hut  in  Euro|)e.  To  accomplish  these  objects, 
there  are  capital,  talent,  and  enterprise.”
